FIVE BANDITS. 


Witnesses informed the deputies 
who visited the bank shortly after 
the hold-up that the bandits cir- 
cled the block twice before entering 
the place. On the first trip past the 
bank, three men were seen to leave 
the car on Pacific avenue, a short 
distance from the bank. The car 
disappeared, around che corner and 
reappeared again, two men leaving 
jit when it halted beside the building 
on Clarendon street. 

The manager, four employrees and 
four customers were in the bank 
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open with his foot. Two other 
bandits, with drawn revolvers, cov- 
ered the four customers and lined 
them against the wall. 

Two of the customers, Lester 
Crossan and his father, Allen Cros- 
san, were talking with A. Adama, the 
bank manager, when a fourth bandit 
pushed his way between them and 
without warning struck Mr. Adams 
on the head with his weapon. In 
the meantime, the fifth member of 
the gang passed through Mr. 
Adamesa’s office and backed the other 
four employees against the wall. 
DEATH THREAT. 


The bank manager was selected to 
open the vault. He fumbled as he 
fingered the combination and he was 
struck a second blow on the head. 
being warned that if he failed to 
open the vault he would be killed. 
Hastily he opened the outer door of 
the vavit. H. Y. Hughes, assistant 
manager, Waa chosen to open the 
inner door of the vault. He, also, 
Ne struck on the head for being too 
slow. 
into the black bag and handed to 
one of the men who were covering 
the customers. After rifling the 
tills of loose change and robbing a 
woman customer of $119, the five 
men passed quickly out of the bank. 
climbed into their automobile and 
disappeared through the traffic. 

BANDITS ARE COOL 

While the gang was operating in 
the bank, four of the men appeared 
very little excited. The man atthe 
door met several customers, who de- 
sired to enter, with the statement: 

“I'm very sorry, but the bank ls 
closed for a few minutes.” 

While Mr. Adams was opening the 
vault for them, the telephone rang. 
One of the bandits answered it. 

“No, you can't speak to Mr. 
Adams at present. He's very busy,” 
he was heard to say. 

The youngest member of the 
gang was apparentiy a novice. He 
held his weapon with beth hands 
and visibly. 

The bandits fied Clarendon 
street, to Rugby and thence to 
Florence avenue. Later two boys 
saw them pass Alameda street and 
Florence avenue at a high rate of 
speed, the number plate of the car 
being turned upside down. 

Search throughout Southern Call- 
fornia was started rday by 
deputy sheriffs for a new, 1921 
seven-passenger Buick automobile, 
stolen Wednesday night from A. A. 
Patterson, owner of the Balboa 
Hotel, as the officers believe this 
car may have been the one used by 
the five bandita. The description 
fite that of Mr. Patterson's car in 
many details and the machine was 
stolen but two days before the rob- 


bery. 

Mr. Patterson's car. he stated, 
was stolen from in front of his hotel, 
1221 West Seventh street, shortly 
after midnight, within ten minutes 
after he left it. It had license No. 
430-266 and engine No. 738-600. It 
had a biltve-black body, appearing 
at firet glance to be black, a tonneau 
windshield, wind deflectors, one on 
the right side being broken; round, 
black bumpers, front and rear, and 
a blue visor shield. Some of these 
fittings, except the tonneau wind- 
shield, may have been taken off by

ALL, AMERICANS. 

Chief Deputy Manning, with Dep- 
uties Fox end Nolan, Couts and 
Bell and Deputy Dennison, hurried 
to the looted bank as soon as a 
call reached the Sheriff's office from 
Mr. Adama. 

The deputies etated all of the 
bandits were Americans, what might 
be called “classy” dressers, and none 
wore vestsa. The descriptions, as 
given by the officers, are as follows:

WAY CLEAR 
FOR EDISON 
POWER DEAL. 


Operating Pact Between the 
City and Company U pheld 
by the Supreme Court. 


Holding that the contract seems 
to be reasonable and just, the State 


Supreme Court yesterday upheld the 
operating agreement between the 
City of Los Angeles and the South- 
ern California Edison Company. 
This decision, according to Presi- 
dent Robertson of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, practically wipes 
the legal slate clean and clears the 
way for the city to complete its 
agreement to buy the local dietrib- 
uting system of the Edison com- 
pany. 

The decision was a refusal on the 
part of the court to comply with the 
application of the Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Corporation for an in- 
junction to prevent the city and the 
Edison company from carrying out 
the terms of an operating agreement 
by which the Edison company has 
been supplying power for the city 
over certain of the local lines of the 
Edison company, and acting as its 
collector and agent. 

The arrangement was entered Into 
nm 1916, when the city negotiated 
or the purchase of the Edison dis- 
tributing system. 

The agreement continued to May. 
1919, when it was renewed to July, 
1921, and since then it has been ex- 
tended to March 1, 1922, by which 
date, according to Mr. Robertson, 
the Bureau of Power and Light ex- 
pects to have complete pogession 
of the local distributing system of 
the Edison company. 

The court held that instead of an 
agreement by the city to sell elec- 
tricity, the contract is for buying the 
energy and violates neither the spirit 
nor the letter of the city charter. To 
construe the charter in such a way 
that nine-tenths of the city’s valu- 
able hydroelectric supply could not

The Los A Gas and Elec- 


tric Corporation, which asked (for 
injunction, declared that the con- 
tract violates a city charter provi- 
sion prohibiting the city from, 
wholesaling electric energy without 
a two-thirds vote of the people. The 
court expressed the opinion that the 
los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration as a rival concern, un- 
doubtedly would be benefitted if 
such an injunction were granted.

AIR MAIL 
TERMINUS 
SEEN HERE. 


Dr. Carpenter Back from 
Conference With Federal 


Postal Officials. 


Dr. Ford Ashman Carpenter, man- 
ager of the department of meteorol- 
ogy and aeronautics of the Chamber 
of Commerce, returned yesterday 
from a trip to Reno, Nev., and San 
Francisco, where he conferred with 
Carl N. general superin- 
tendent of the Aerial Mail Service, 
and postal officials. Dr. Carpenter 
found that this city’s aerial attrac- 
tions were fully appreciated by Mr. 
Egege and others in the flying mail 
service, and he believes there is no 
question that Los Angeles wil] be- 
come the Southwestern aerial mail 
terminus whenever the service is ex- 
tended. 

The service is now operating the 
longest aerial line in the world, from 
New York to San Francisco. Forty- 
five pilots and 300 machines are 
engaged in a continuous service. The 
record flight from coast to coast is 
thirty-three hours, 

It already is agreed that a branch 
line will be run from some point in 
lowa southwesterly through  Al- 
buquerque and Phoenix to Los An- 
geles. But it remains for Congress 
to appropriate the money, and this 
has been delayed indefinitely by the 
general policy of retrenchment in 
Federal finance. Dr. Carpenter at 
Reno observed the actual operation 
of the relay. The headquarters of 
the western division is being moved 
from Reno to San Francisco. 

Reno has an ideal hangar, Dr. 
Carpenter reports. The city and 
county of Reno have paid about 
$50,000 toward development of the 
field, and San Francisco has con- 
tributed a similar amount. It is 
hoped that the Federal government 
will reimburse the cities for their 
contributions.

Owner Gone Hour Returns to 
Find Home Robbed.

Our imports from all 
three continents were still more 
heavily reduced, but this was not 
the case with our recent — 
allies, for the “export surp! in 
our trade with England is $26,- 
900,000 below July, 1920, with Italy 
$15,200,000 lower. With France our 
surplus of exporta almost disap- 
peared last month; it was $40,300,- 
000 less than in July, 1920. 

As in our trade, the figures show 
that the value of July exports to 
Germany was exceeded in the care 
of no country except England or 
Canada and the same remarkable 
comparison applies to the aggregate 
for the seven past montha, in which 
period, indeed, our $223,800,000 
shipments to Germany contrast 
with $200,600,000 sent to the whole 
of South America. But against these 
large exports of ours to Germany,

ROAD REPAIRS. 


Supervisor would have County 
Fix City Highways. 


Pavement Breakdown. 


Cogswell Says Plan Will Save 
Money of Public. 


BY PRESCOTT F. COGSW ELL, 
Member of the Board of Supervisors. 

Wherever one travels over coun- 
ty highways, the entrance to an tn- 
corporated city is indicated by the 
poor condition of the road. The 
cities In Los Angeles county are 580 
numerous and their boundartes so 
extended that a very large portion of 
our highway system is now within 
incorporated territory. These cities, 
with their tax limit at $1, find it vir- 
tually impossible properly to care for 
these through boulevards with the 
great amount of traffic which they 
carry and the heavy maintenance 
cost entailed. 

The greater part of the travel up- 
on these boulevards is by the public 
at large rather than by the inhabi- 
tants of the cities through which 
they pass. 

URGES NEW TAX. 

Last year a resolution offered by 
myself was adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors, declaring that it would 
be its policy to assist the cities in 
the maintenance of these boulevards. 
In order that that promise might be 
made good, I am advocating the 
levying of a special road tax of 1% 
cents on the $100 upon all the prop- 
erty of the county, including the 
cities, to provide a fund for the 
maintenance of these boulevards in 
incorporated territory which are 
now fast disintegrating. 

For instance. a section of San Fer- 
ando Boulevard tn the city limits of 
Los Angeles between Burbank and 
San Fernando, is rapidly going to 
pieces and the city seems to have no 
means with which to repair it. 
Similar conditions exist on Pomona 
Roulevard, where it passes through 
the southern part of the city of Aj- 
hambra: a portion of the San Fer- 
nando Boulevard, whe it paases 
through the city of Burbank; 
Foothif?i Boulevard, through the 
northern portion of Claremont, and 
many similar cases too numerous to 
mention.
